the youth work within factory cells with general KPOe activities* 

At present the KPOe is dissatisfied with the relations existing be- 
tween party officials end youth officials* The party officials must 
be cognisant of the problem confronting the youth organisations, while 
the latter must devote more time and energy to the political problems 
of the party® In order to accomplish this aim, as of 1 July 1951, each 
party cell within a factory will be held fully responsible for the 
youth activities within the factory. ^

cells would be charged with the task of supplying material aid to the 
youth groups within their domain and with pressuring factory directors
